Noble Sir, 

amE here rejoyce much at the care and en- 
& deavours of the High Court of Parlia- 
Way ment in that Kingdome,to fend us time- 
= 1y ayde and aſſiſtance of men,money,and 
ammunition againſt the Rebels 3 by whom other- 
wiſe this Citig had beene (ere this time ) made a 
prey. The laſt forces that came over did ns _=_ 

pleaſure : We have alſo here landed forces 
Scotland, under the command of that valiant Soul- 
dier Generall Leſley, by whom likewiſe wee have 
beene much ſtrengthned and encourageed to defend 
our Citie and perſons, families and eſtates, which 
are begirt and beſieged with at leaſt 50000 Rebels, 
who have received ayde and reliefe from France and 
other parts, that much encourageth them : Yet are 
they not fo terrible to us, or doe we ſo much feare 
them,as the treacherous deſiones privatly pradtiſed 
by Papiſts and their adherents, inhabiting in the 
A 2 Citic; 
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Ci which dare to be ſo preſymptuous as to wiſh 
pub acty peat ity to the Rebels ; and ſpeak in 
great favour of their cauſe, which cauſeth in us juſt 
fuſpition of their ovill intentions, confirmed alſo 
by the open ſpeeches of the Rebels, who have ſaid, 
that if the Cjtic weremot the ſooner yeelded up to 
them, they. hopedto-finde friends inthe ſame, that 
would ſet the ſame on fire. Alſo the daily revolt- 
ing of Souldiers to the Rebels which come from 
Evelazd, who outwardly pretend faire, but when 
imployed in ſervice againſt them ,' they revolt to 
them 3 which puts us 1n great feare whoto truſt in 
that imployment : Therefore our hearty deſires are 
that the Parliament would be pleaſed to ſend over 
(as neare as they can) both ſuch Commanders and 
Souldiers as are good Proteſtants , and altoge- 
ther diſaffteted to the Romiſh Religion : and that 
none may be' ſent over that have any kindred or 
alliances Papiſt Rebels, fearing their taking part 
with the Rebels rather then againſt them, for the 
rebellion yet daily ſo increaſeth, that the Kingdom 
is yct in great danger of utter deſtruction, if God in 
mercy prevent it not with ſudden ayde and affiſt- 
ance : The Provinces of Lemſter and YIſeer are al- 
together in ſubjeftion to the Rebels , of whom Sir 
Philemon Ontale is Generallzwho hath lately conſti- 
tuted Colonell Richard Planguet Lieutenant Gene- 
rall of Lemfter, and moſt of the North parts of this 
Kingdome are in their ſubjeftion, Maſter Francs - 
Moore of late hath done valiant Acts in aſſaulting 
divers of the Rebels, and taking of the grand Tray- 
tor 
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tor 471 Roe Mac Mahon, ;t a Crete or Cottage 
neare Drogheda, whereof the Right Honourable 
Charles Lord Moore is Yicount. Yet nevertheleſle 
that m.ny overthrowes have becne green the Rebels 
in divers places of this Kingdome, as well in the 
Provinces of Corke and Munſter , as Lemſter, Yiſter, 
and Dublin; yet doe they increaſe in ſtrength, and 
doe great dammage and harme in all Countries 
where' they have got bead, with ſavage and inhu- 
mane ctruelties, that the moſt barbarous nations in 
the world (I belceve) have not done the ike 3 God 
grant an end to their cruelties for Sion fake,and his 
Goſpel and true Religioa ſake , that theſe wicked 
enemies thereof, not ſcarce deſerving the name of 
humane creatures , may no more triumph over the 
Saints and ſervants of God, and glory in their.own 
wickedneſle, 

We hear newes that the Pope hath ſent to divers 
Princes as Sp4ine and France to take Armesto de- 
fend their Religion; in affiſting the Catholique 
Rebels in Ireland, by invading the Kingdom with a 

werfull Army, or to invade Exgland,thereby to 

iader the King and Parliament from ſending any 
more aid hither, but that all their endeavours may 
be taken up to defend themſelves, and that King- 
dom, the Pope alſo, as credibly reported, hath ſent 
over a generall pardon for all that take Armes in de- 
fence of Popery, and have ſent to their Qperall, 
Philemon Oneale,a Banner diſplayed, importing their 
quarrell is onely in defence of the Religion of the 
Pope and Saint Peter, and hath ſent him many =_ 
ents 
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ſents of his favour, to animate and encourage him 
to proceed in his intended enterpriſes, and promi- 
fed that nothing in his power lay ſhould be wanting 
towards their aſſiſtance andencouragements. There 
was a battel alſo fought about a week agone between 
the Scots, Engliſh,and the Rebels, in the Province 
of Dublin, which was fierce and cruell, the Rebels 
defending themſelves valiantly a long time, but 
at laſt was vanquiſhed by the Engliſh and Scots, 
there being about eight thouſandof the Rebels ſlain 
and many taken Priſoners, there being onely one 
thouſandof Engliſh and Scots together ſlain; this 
battell held almoſt twodayes, the chief Command- 
ers of the Engliſh was the Lord Dangarvan, Sir Si- 
mon Harcoud, Sir William Cootes, and of the Scots 
Generall Leſley, &c. Another ſuch overthrow will 
much weaken the ſtrengthof the Rebels, which we 
daily pray God would 1n his good timealtogether 
ſubdue and overthrow to their utter confuſion, or 
turnethetr hearts todo that which is right, and give 
them a ſight oftheir errours,and diſperate opintors 
in their falſe idolatrous and ſuperſtitious worſhip- 
ping of God, in their blinde and ignorant Religi- 
on : and thus much at this time tocertifie you of 
our preſent condition.

Upon the 10, of February, Anno Dom, 1642. 
the Rebels Having latcly apprehended ſome eigh- 

teene 
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teene Proteſtants in the Towne of Oggerſney, in 
the County of Munſter, carried them betore the 
Lord Corton, who was choſen Licutenant Generall 


of their Horſe tobe examined as concerning their 


Religion, which they boldly averred to be the Pro- 
teſtant faith, in which they reſolve1 to live and die, 
whereuponthey were forrfovich committed to pri- 
ſon, where they lay in a dungeon, enduring great 
miſery through the abuſe of the ſouldiery that de- 
lighted in nothing morethban in tormenting them 3 
the principall of all theſe Proteſtants was Sir Ed- 
ward Pellam who had a fon in law (being a Recufant) 
eldeſt Captain of ahorſe-troop inthe regiment be 
longing tothe Lord 4wtrmm, who very carneſtly de- 
fired of the Lord Corton, Oneale, and the reſidue of 
Councell of war, fitting about that occaſion, that 
he might ſtand as baile for his fathers appearance, 
moving it with ſuch zeal and earneſt afteftionto- 
wards his father, that he had almoſt obtained his re- 
queſt, untill that one Dennis Carley Serjeant Major 
to the ſaid Regiment, and Captain Carley his ne- 
phew, withdivers other enemies to the Proteſtants, 
perſivaded the contrary,alleaging that being anene- 
my to their Religion and preſent proceeding, it 
might be a meanes to his eſcape, and the otÞer his 
ſon who pleaded for him likewiſe, who ſhewed ver 
little affe&ion 'to the Church of Rome to plead 


much fora hereticke, though he had been his owne 


ther, therefore they deſired that be might like- 


= wiſe be examined unleſle he might be one of their 


cenfederacy , which they did, but nothing __ 
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found wherein that to condemine him, nevertheleſl 
he was ſentenced to be committed to cloſe priſon, 
which the ſouldicrs underſtanding of whom he was 
very much beloved, and conſidering the injuſtice of 
the cauſe, came with one conſent upon the Coun- 
cellof war,and per fas aut nefes delivered him,with- 
all falling into ſuch an abrupt mutiny, being inſti. 
gated and cgged forward by Captain Boſe, whom 
they had freed,who was cager of revenge on his ene- 
mies, that they defperately hurt Oreale, flew both 
the Carleyes, Captain Sartwel!, and Captain King, 
their companions, and three hundred ſouldiers ; 
he in the meantime getting through the preſle,gave 
intelligence tro Captain Pollard commanding a 
company of Scots, who with others came to the 
Town, upon the —— of whoſe approach, 
"the Rebels fled, notwithſtanding they ſpared not to 
vent their ſpleen uponthe poor Proteſtants, whom 
 __ they maſſacred andcutall te pieces, leaving inthe 
Town through haſte and fear of eats 7 the 
moft part of their Armes, three ſmall field-pieces 
with their carriages, ten wagons with ammunition, 
as alſothe trace horſes to draw them, which proved 

the ſpoile to the Scotiſh Proteſtants.
